Both Lasheras and Dobak fail to teach or suggest a device that can be removed in Ihe 
absence or an undercut. As described at least at page 31 . lines 7-27 of Applicant's application, as 
filed, in ihe prior art devices, the heat transfer elements included an undercut, which prevented 
the heat transfer element from being "lifted up in the direction indicated by arrow 3 1 0" (Figure 
22). However, in accordance with a heal transfer device as claimed, and as shown in one 
particular embodiment of Figure 23. "part 304' docs not have an undercut" and therefore "can be 
lifted up, in the direction indicated by arrow 3 1 0". Again, neither Lasheras nor Dobak teach or 
suggest a device shaped and configured in the manner claimed herein. 

For at least the foregoing reason, independent Claim 1. as amended herein, is believed 

patentable over the art of record. 

Dependent Claims 2-9 are believed to be clearly patentable for all of the reasons indicated 
above with respect to Claim 1, from which they depend, and even further distinguish over the 
cited references by reciting additional limitations.
